STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL  AT  FRAMINGHAM. 


HISTORICAL. 

In  pnTPnnnre  of  a  resolrc  of  the  Legislatui'c  of  itassachusettSj 
this  school  was  established  at  Le.xington  in  July,  1839.  It  is, 
IherefoTO.  the  oldest  normal  school  in  America.  It  was  removed 
to  West  Newton  in  18:14;,  and  to  Framingham  in  1853. 

DESIGN  OF  THE  SCHOOL,  STATED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF 
EDUCATION. 

The  design  of  the  normal  .school  is  strictly  professional ;  that  is, 
to  prepare  in  the  best  possible  Tiiannor  the  stndents  for  the  work 
of  organizing,  governing  and  teaching  the  public  schools  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

To  this  end  there  mnst  be  the  most  thorough  knowledge,  first,  of 
the  branches  of  learning  required  to  be  taught  in  the  schools; 
second,  of  the  host  methods  of  teaching  those  branches;  and  third, 
of  right  mental  training. 

It  is  the  design  of  tlic  Fr.aminglnun  Xorraal  Scliool  to  give:  — 

1.  A  review  of  the  .studies  taught  in  the  pnblic  schools. 

2.  A  careful  study  of  the  history  of  education  and  the  school 
laws  of  Massachiisetts. 

3.  A  study  of  psychology,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  true 
principles. 

4.  A  practical  application  of  these  principles  in  teaching. 

5.  .A  high  estimate  of  the  importance  and  responsibilily  of  the 
teacher's  work,  and  an  enthusia.sm  for  it. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

The  school  offers  four  courses,  —  an  elementary  cour.=e  of  two 
year.s,  a  three  years'  course,  a  special  course  of  one  year  for  experi- 
enced teachers  and  for  college  gradnates  (in  which  elective  studies 
may  ho  so  arranged  as  to  begin  enrly  in  the  cou]\=c)j  and  a  course 
in  Lousehohl  arts  of  three  years. 
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TiiK  Eloikxtary  Couiisn:  oi'  Study. 
The  elementary  course  of  study  is  designed  primarily  foi'  those 
who  aim  to  teaeli  in  the  public  soliools  below  the  hiffli-sehool  grade. 
It  comprises  isiibsf-antially  the  following  Piih-ioft.s :  — 

I.  The  study  of  tlie  educational  valncs  of  the  following  sub- 
jects and  of  the  principles  and  methods  of  teaching  them :  — 

(a)  English,  —  reading,  oral  aud  written  composition,  gram- 
mar, rhetoric,  English  and  American  litoratnro. 

(b)  Mathematics^  arithmetic  and  bookkeeping,  algebra,  plane 
geometry. 

(c)  History,  —  history  and  civil  polity  of  the  United  States 
and  of  Massachusetts. 

{d)  Science,  —  physics,  chemistry,  mineralogy,  botany,  zoology, 
geography,  pJiysiology  and  hygiene. 

(e)  Drawing,  vocal  music,  physical  training,  manual  training. 

II.  (a)  'J'he  study  of  man,  body  and  mind,  for  the  principles 
of  education;  the  study  of  the  application  of  Iheso  principles  in 
school  organization,  school  government,  and  in  the  art  of  teaching; 
the  history  of  education;  the  school  laws  of  Massachusetts, 

(h)  Observation  and  practice. 

The  time  required  for  the  completion  of  thi.s  course  depends 
upon  the  students.  It  may  not  exceed  two  years  for  those  of  satis- 
factory preparation  and  superior  ability;  for  others,  throe  years 
are  needed  to  do  the  work  properly.  In  many  cases  more  than  H'o 
years  arc  insisted  ui)on.  A  diploma  is  given  wlion  the  course  is 
satisfactorily  completed. 

A  ThIKD  YkATI  for  PltACTICE  AST)  STfDV. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  and  the  principal  of  any  normal  school 
may  arrange  for  its  students  a  third  year  of  study  and  of  practice 
in  teaching  whenever,  in  their  Judgment,  such  action  is  desirable. 

A  Qkt.  Year's  CounsE  fok  Expkrten-ced  Teachcts. 
Teachers  of  successful  experience  in  teaching,  who  bring  satis- 
factory testimonials  of  maturity,  good  scholarship  and  of  ajrtness 
to  teach,  may,  wiMi  the  ronsent  of  the  principal  and  the  Board  of 
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A"isitor,s,  select  a  course,  approved  by  the  principal,  from  the  gen- 
eral two  year.s'  conrso,  which  may  be  comjileted  in  one  year,  and 
wlien  such  coui-so  is  successfully  completed  they  shall  receive  a 
certificato  for  the  same. 

In  order  to  make  this  course  of  the  largest  benoRt,  a  teacher  who 
proposes  to  enter  upon  it  should  have  had  at  least  three  or  four 
years'  successful  experience  in  good  schools.  The  course  presup- 
poses that  es]jericnce  has  given  a  suJTicieiit  knowledge  of  method- 
ologv  aud  of  the  principles  of  education  to  enable  such  a  teacher 
to  assimilate  readily  the  subject-matter  in  the  brauclies  that  she 
mav  select,  and  to  grasp  quickly  the  principles  involved.  A  teacher 
whose  experience  has  not  given  her  this  power  will  fail  to  derive 
from  this  course  its  full  value.  Candidates  for  this  course  are  not 
required  to  take  entrance  examinations. 

A  {)XE  Yi;ae's  CorESE  for  Colj.kge  G  hadiatks. 
College  gradnatcs  may  be  admitted  to  the  State  normal  schools 
without  examination,  and  may  receive  a  diploma  after  satisfactorily 
comjilcting  a  course  of  one  year,  requiring  iit  least  twenty  recita- 
tion periods  per  week  and  including  the  advanced  pedagogy  and 
]iractice  of  the  senior  year. 

X  Tiiui!!':  Years'  Course  in  lloust'nioT.D  .\iiTs, 
The,  Mart/  IJcmmKay  De.parlineni  of  Jlou^rhold  Arls. 

The  department  of  household  arts  was  established  in  Boston, 
under  the  name  of  Boston  Normal  School  of  Cookery,  by  the  late 
llrs.  iMary  IlemcTivvay,  in  188'7.  Its  graduates  easily  found  posi- 
tions as  teachers  in  public  and  private  seliools  and  in  institutions. 
In  .Tune,  1898,  the  trustees  of  the  Mary  Ilenienway  e.state  offered 
to  tiic  State  Board  of  Education  the  school,  with  the  very  generous 
proposal  that,  if  the  oSer  were  accepted,  iMr.  Augustus  Ileroenway, 
her  sou,  and  Mrs.  Louis  Cabot  and  Mrs.  Wm.  E.  C.  l^ustis,  daugh- 
ters  of  ilrs.  Hemcnway,  would  thoroughly  furnish  iiud  equip  such 
a  department  as  a  memorial  of  their  mother. 

The  transfer  of  the  Boston  school  to  Eramingham  was  made 
under  the  direction  of  ^liss  Amy  Morris  Tlomans,  through  whose 
fostering  care  the  school  had  reached  its  high  standing  in  Boston. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION  TO  THE  REGULAR  TWO

Physical  Examination. 
Tlie  State  Board  of  Education  adopted  the  following  vote  March 
7,  1901:  — 

That  tlic  visitors  of  (lie  several  noimal  scliools  he  nntliorized  and 
directed  to  proddc  for  a  physical  examination  of  faiitlidates  for  ad- 
mission to  (he  n<irmal  .'^clioois,  in  ordur  to  delcrmine  wliollier  tlicy  arc 
frco  from  any  disease  or  infirmity  which  would  unfit  them  for  Ihe  ofRec 
of  leaolicr,  and  also  to  e.Mamirie  any  student  at  any  time  in  the  course, 
to  dclennino  whoihcr  his  f>!iyaieal  condilion  is  such  as  to  wan-ant  Li.s 
continuance  in  the  school. 

Moral  Cliaracter. 
Candidates  must  present  certificates  of  good  moral  character. 
In  decidintr  whether  they  shall  prepare  themselves  to  become  teach- 
ers, candidates  should  note  that  the  vocation  requires  more  than 
mere  freedom  from  disfpialifying  defects:  it  demands  virtues  of  a 
positive  sort  that  shall  make  their  impre.<=s  for  good  upon  those  who 
are  taught. 

niijh  School  Record. 
Tt  may  he  .said,  in  seneral,  that  if  the  ordinary  work  of  a  good 
statutory  liigh  school  is  well  done,  candidates  should  have  no  diffi- 
culty in  meeting  the  academic  tests  to  which  they  mav  be  subjected. 
Theij  cannol  he  loo  earnestly  urged,  however,  to  avail  themselves  of 
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ihe  best  high  school  facilities  attainable  in  a  four  years'  coiirse,  even 
though  they  should  pursue  studies  to  an  extent  not  insisted  on,  or 
take  studies  not  prescribed,  in  the  admission  requirements. 

The  importancG  of  a  good  record  in  the  high  school  cannot  be 
overestimated,  rrincipals  are  requested  to  furnish  the  normal 
schools  nith  records  of  ihe  high  school  standing  of  candidates. 
The  stronger  the  evidence  of  character.  scliolarshi]>  and  promise,  of 
whatever  kind,  candidates  bring,  especially  from  schools  of  high 
rc|iiitalinn  and  from  teachers  of  good  judgment  and  fearless  ex- 
pression, the  greater  confidence  they  may  have  in  guarding  them- 
selves against  the  contingencies  of  an  examination  and  of  satisfying 
the  examiners  as  to  their  fitness. 

J(fHjM,-'ion  by  Ceriificaie  from  High  Schools. 
Candidates  from  high  schools  which  are  on  the  certificate  list  of 
the  New  England  College  Entrance  Examination  Board  may  he 
admitted  to  any  of  the  State  normal  schools  without  examination 
in  any  subjects  retniircd  for  admi>sion  in  which  tlicy  have  attained 
a  standing  of  B,  or  SO  per  cent.,  as  eertificil  liy  tbo  principal  of  the 
s<*hoo!. 

Candidates  from  high  schools  not  in  the  college  certificate  list  ' 
may  be  ndinitlcd  oti  similar  conditions,  if  the  high  schools  are  ap- 
proved for  the  pnrpose  by  tlio  lioard  of  hldncalion. 

High  scliool ~  desiring  this  a])proval  should  correspond  with  the 
secretarv'  of  the  lioard. 

Admi,''sion  by  Wrilicn  and  Oral  E.i-anii mi  lions. 
The  examinations  M'ill  embrace  papers  on  the  following  groups 
of  subjects,  a  single  paper  with  a  maximum  time  allowance  of  two 
hours  to  cover  each  of  .crroups  L,  If.  and  IT.,  and  a  single  paper 
with  a  maximum  time  allowance  of  one  hour  to  cover  each  of  groups 
III.  and  V.  {five  papers  with  a  inaximmn  time  allowanre  of  eight 
hours) :  —

Oral  Examination. 
Each  candidate  wil!  lie  required  to  read  alond  in  the  presence  of 
the  examiners.  lie  will  also  be  qiie.'tioncd  orally  either  upon  >omc 
of  llic  foregoing  ."-ubjocts  or  upon  other  matters  within  his  e.vperi- 
ence,  in  order  that  the  examiners  may  gain  some  impression  about 
hi?  por.soiijil  chararteristics  and  his  iise  of  lan,iniage_,  as  well  as  give 
him  an  np[»ortnnity  to  furnish  any  evidcneef;  of  qualifiention  that 
might  not  otherwise  become  known  to  them. 

GkNICHAI.  rjl.tjnillLAIKyTS  IN  ENOLISir  FOR  ,\]J.  h]xA.MIXA-no\S. 

A'o  candidates  will  he  accaptod  whose  ■written  English  is  notahly 
deficient  in  dear  and  accurate  expression,  spelling,  punctuation, 
idiom,  or  division  of  paragraphs,  or  rrhosc  .tpol'cn  KiigH^h  exliilnls 
faults  so  serious  as  in  make  it  inexpedient  for  the  normal  school  to 
attempt  their  correction.  The  candidate's  English,  therefore,  in 
all  oral  and  written  examinations  will  he  subject  to  the  reqvirc- 
mcnts  implied  in  the  statement  here  made,  and  marhed  accord- 
ing])/. 

Speci.vl  Directioxs  for  the  Writtent  Examinatioxs. 

/.  Language. 

English.  —  The  .nihjccts  for  the  examination  in  English  will  be 
the  same  as  those  agreed  npon  by  the  colleges  and  high  technical 
schools  of  Xew  England. 

For  Study.  —  Thif^  ]iavt  of  the  exaniinntioii  presniipnsos  a  move 
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careful  study  of  each  of  the  works  named  helow.    The  examination 
v\ill  Ik>  upon  subjeet-niattor,  form  and  stiau'tiire. 

hi  addition,  the  ramiidate  may  be  required  to  answer  questions 
involving  Ihe  essentials  of  English  grammar,  and  questions  on  the 
leading  facts  in  those  periods  of  I^nglisli  literary  history  to  which 
the  prescribed  works  belong. 

The  books  for  study  in  1009  are:  Shakespeare's  Marhclh;  ^\^\- 
ton's  L'.We-gro:  Bnrkc's  Speech  on  OonHliaUon  tcilh  America,  or 
Wnchinatnn,'  Farewell  Address  and  Webslcrs  First  Jhmlr.r  Hill 
Oration:  Macaulay's  Life  of  Johnson,  or  Carlyle's  Essog  on  Burns. 

The  purpose  of  the  examination  is  to  discover  (1)  whether  the 
student  has  acqnired  a  good  habit  of  study;  (2)  whether  he  has 
formed  anv  standards  of  literary  judgment;  {?,)  whelhcr  he  has 
become  discerning  of  literary-  merit;  and  (-i)  what  acquaintance  he 
has  with  standard  English  and  American  writers. 

The  exajnination  will  take  sneh  a  form  that  students  who  have 
followed  other  than  the  in-escribed  lines  of  reading  may  he  able  to 
satisfy  the  examiners  on  the  aljove  points. 

II.  Mathematics, 
(a)  'J'lie  elements  of  algebra  through  affected  qnadratic  equa- 
tions. 

(h)  The  elements  of  plane  geometry. 

While  there  is  no  formal  examination  in  arithmetic,  the  impor- 
tance of  a  practical  working  acquaintance  with  its  principles  and 
processes  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasized.  Tlio  candidate's  pro- 
ficiency in  this  subject  will  be  incidentally  tested  in  its  applica- 
tions to  other  subjects. 

In  geometry  the  candidate's  preparatory  study  should  include 
indejjendent  solutions  and  demonstrations.  —  work  that  shall  throw 
him  upon  his  own  resources:  and  liis  ability  to  do  such  work  will 
be  tested  in  the  examination.  An  ac<!uaintance  with  typical  solid 
forms  is  also  important,  -  enough,  at  least,  to  enable  the  candidate 
to  name  and  deline  them  and  to  rccogni^.e  the  relations  borne  to 
them  by  the  lines,  planes,  angles  and  figures  of  plane  geometry. 
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III.  VnitM  States  Ilisiory. 
Any  scliool  text-book  on  United  States  history  will  enable  oan- 
didntPS  to  meet  tliis  rcqiiireniniit.  provided  they  study  euongli  of 
geography  to  ilhiniitie  the  history,  and  make  themselves  familiar 
with  the  grander  features  of  goverament  in  Massachusetts  and  the 
United  States.  Collateral  reading  in  TInited  States  history  is 
strongly  advised :  also  in  English  history  so  far  as  this  history 
bears  conspicuously  on  that  of  the  United  States. 

IF.  Science. 

(a)  Fhysiology  and  Hygiene.  —  The  chief  elementary  facts  of 
anatomy,  the  general  functions  of  the  various  organs,  the  more 
obviou.s  rules  of  health,  and  the  more  striking  effects  of  alcoholic 
drinks,  narcotics  and  stimnlants  upon  those,  addicted  to  their  use. 

{h  and  c)  A  mj  Two  of  the  Following  Sciences,  —  I'hi/sics,  Chcm- 
istrij,  Boiany,  Physical  Geography,  provided  One  of  the  Two  is 
either  Physics  or  Chemistry.  —  The  chief  elementary  facts  of  the. 
subjects  selected,  so  far  as  they  may  be  presented  in  the  coiirses 
usually  devoted  to  thorn  in  good  high  schools.  It  will  be  a  distinct 
advantage  to  the  candidate  if  his  preparation  includes  a  certain 
amount  of  individual  laboratory  -work. 

A  laboratory  notebook,  with  the  teacher's  endorsement  that  it  is 
a  true  record  of  the  candidate's  work,  will  be  accepted  as  partial 
evidence  of  attainments  in  the  science  with  which  it  deals.  The 
original  record  should  be  so  well  kept  as  to  make  copying  un- 
necessary. 

r.    Drawing  and  Music. 

(a)  Drawing.  —  ireclumical  and  freehand  drawing,  —  enough 
to  enable  the  candidate  to  draw  a  simple  object,  like  a  bo.\  or  a 
pyramid  or  a  cylinder,  with  plan  and  elevation  to  scale,  arid  to  make 
a  freehand  sketch  of  the  same  in  perspective.  Also  any  one  of  the 
three  topics.  —  form,  color  and  arrangement. 

The  correlation  of  drawing  with  other  subjects  as  a  natural  mode 
of  their  expression  is  progressively  taught. 

Studies  from  nature  and  in  design  and  an  elementary  knowledge 
of  schools  of  art  arc  also  required. 

(&)   Music.  —  Such  elementary  facts  as  an  instructor  should 
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know  in  teaching  singing  in  the  schools,  including  major  and  minor 
kovs,  simple  two,  three,  four  and  six  part  measures,  the  fractional 
divisions  of  the  pulse  or  beat,  the  chromatic  scale,  the  right  use  of 
tlic  foregoing  elements  in  practice,  and  the  translation  into  musi- 
cal notation  of  simple  melodies  or  of  time  phrases  sung  or  played, 

IMPORTANCV:  ok  AnEQDATE  rEEP.VUATlON-. 

Candidates  should  measure  their  duty  of  making  adequate  prep- 
aration not  v>holly  bv  the  subjects  selected  and  the  papers  set  for 
the  admission  e.xaminations,  but  by  the  larger  demands  their  chosen 
vocation  i?  sure  to  make  upon  them.  The  more  generous  and 
thorough,  therefore,  the  preparation  of  the  candidate,  the  greater 
the  likelihood  of  profiting  by  the  normal  school,  of  completing  the 
clementarv  course  on  time,  of  securing  employment  after  gradua- 
tion, and  of  doing  creditable  work  as  a  teacher. 

The  candidate  is  advised,  therefore,  to  utilize  all  feasible  oppor- 
tunities offered  by  the  regular  high  school  course  for  promoting 
thi.s  breadth  of  preparation,  and  the  high  school  should  aim  to  hold 
the  candidate  up  to  the  higher  ideals  of  such  preparation. 

EqtJIVALEXTS. 

Special  cases  that  raise  questions  of  equivalents  will  be  con- 
sidered on  their  merits. 

Successful  experience  in  teaching  is  taken  into  account  in  the 
determination  of  equivalents  in  the  entrance  examinations,  and 
reasonable  allow^ance  in  equivalents  is  made  in  case  the  candidate, 
for  satisfactory  reasons,  has  not  taken  a  study  named  for  examina- 
tion. 

Division  of  the  Ex.vmix.^tioxs. 

Preliminary  examinalions  are  to  he  tnhcn  in  June  only. 

Candidates  may  be  admitted  to  preliminary  examinations  a  year

The  group  known  as  I.  Language  must  be  reserved  for  the  final 
examinations.  It  will  doubtless  be  found  generally  advisable  in 
practice  that  the  group  known  as  IV.  Science  should  al.^o  be  so 
^ese^^■ed. 

While  division  of  the  fijial  or  complete  examinations  between 
June  and  September  is  permissible,  it  is  important  both  for  the 
normal  school  and  for  the  candidate  that  the  work  In  id  out  for  the 
September  examinations,  which  so  closely  precede  the  opening  of 
the  normal  schools,  shall  be  kept  down  to  a  mininuiin.  Caiidid'ates 
for  tlie  final  or  complete  examinations  are  earnestly  advised,  there- 
fore, to  present  themselves  in  June. 

PRACTICE  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  REGULAR  DEPARTMENT. 
All  the  schools  in  the  village  of  Fraininfrham  Centre  have  been 
put  under  tlic  charge  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  a  trainin-r 
school,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  school  committee  of  FramincT. 
ham.  ° 

As  in  these  schools  there  are  all  the  grades  below  the  high  school, 
the  stndcnta  have  an  opportunity  for  observation  and  actual  tcach- 
lag  under  the  care  and  criticism  of  experienced  and  interested 
teachers.    During  the  senior  year  each  student,  lias  twelve  weeks 
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of  teaching  and  observation.  In  this  time  she  becomes  familiar 
with  the  win-k  in  nearly  all  the  nine  grades,  ^lany  of  the  graduat- 
ing class  have  an  o]:>portunity  to  substitute  and  assist  in  schools  of 
Framingham  and  the  noiglihoring  towns. 

The  oppr)rtnniiy  that  is  also  provided  for  teaching  and  observing 
in  an  ungraded  si4iool  is  of  special  advantage  to  a  pii))il. 

The  ]iraetiee  school  is  rlirectly  related  to  all  Uie  work  in  the  nor- 
mal school  proper,  and  the  students  are  taught  to  carry  out  the 
jirinciplcs  of  teaching  which  they  have  learnr^d  in  the  class  rooms 
in  the  normal  department.  The  work  in  these  schools  forms  an 
important  ])art  in  tlie  education  of  the  students. 

THE  MARY  HEMENWAY  DEPARTMENT  OF  HOUSEHOLD 

ARTS. 

A  TmtET:  Years'  Coluse  tx  Hnrsi:ti<»i.r)  .\in's. 
Requirements  for  Admission  to  the  Department  of  Householil  Arts. 

All  the  rcfjtiirenicnts  for  admission  to  the  regular  department  of 
the  school  in  regard  to  examinations,  tuition,  testimonials,  and  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  are  from  time  to  time  given  for  the  conduct 
of  the  school,  arc  the  same  for  the  household  arts  department. 

General  Stntemeitf. 
11  le  nl1icer~,  tenchers  and  aliinina'  of  the  school  liave  taken  the 
word  "arts"  as  the  resultant  term  in  the  ajiplieation  of  science  to 
industry,  and  have  graduated  from  something  mure  than  cooking 
classes  or  from  schools  of  domestic  science.  Tlioy  have  nlrtained 
diplomas  from  the  point  of  view  of  education,  rather  than  that  of 
self-support. 

The  instant  the  State  a.^sumes  the  right  to  teach  manual  train- 
ing, that  moment  has  it  included  household  arts  in  such  training, 
while  those  who  arc  dissatisfied  "with  the  financially  nonproductive 
titilities  of  knowledge  see  in  extension  of  manual  training  the  road 
to  sclf-siippoj't  and  patriotic  citizenship. 

The  principal  object  of  this  department  is  to  provide  for  the 
ndequate  training  of  teachers  of  various  hnnsehold  arts,  especially 
of  cookery  in  its  various  forms.  The  instruction  includes  courses 
in  household  ssmitation  and  hygiene;  in  baeteriningy,  chemistry  and 
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pliysic-^:  in  pnictir-nl  iiud  >:<--ic]ni tic  Liiiiidiy  work;  in  hookktH'ping; 
"  first  nid  "  anil  liome  iiursinir.  j-iiclt  as  wmiii.1  l)o  n('l•o^snn■  in  tlic 
pasitinn  of  matron  nr  siqicrintcndoiit  nl'  linnrdiii;^  lialls^  or  ]ni1)lic 
institulioii? :  also  iti  seiviti<ir  and  cleutenlary  i,li't'ssmakiii<r.  The 
[nipils  ;nv  tauglit  «ewiiig  systematically,  that  they  in  turn  cau  toacli 
their  pupils  to  measure  suul  draft  patterns  and  the  best  niotliod  nf 
milking  garments  from  pattern?, 

T]ie  course  in  marketing  is  of  largo  practical  \'alno,  wJierehy  the 
students  ate  trained  in  the  preparation  of  dietaries  at  (jiven  prices 
for  varj'ing  numbers  of  person?,  haw  to  of  nicjats  uiid  iiow  to 

buy  them  (by  frequent  Tisitg  to  meat  shops,  where  the  butcher  cuts 
nf>  the  meat  iiefore  the  clas?,  at  the  same  time  giving  it  practical 
Instniction).  The  students  are  also  Teqnired  to  visit  grocery  estab- 
lisinnents,  and  to  make  themselve;:  familiar  with  flie  sujiply  and 
demand  of  staples  and  tlieir  prices. 

Each  student,  by  conference  with  tlie  snpcrinteudent  of  the  bmn-d- 
ing  halls,  learns  how  to  prepare  tlie  menu  for  a  large  family,  accord- 
ing to  market  supplies  and  prices.  She  is  also  e.xpected  to  take  her 
tnrn  in  presiding  at  the  dinner  table  in  one  or  other  of  the  boarding 
hails,  and  to  carve  llie  meats. 

As  the  boarding  halls  offer  ample  facilities  for  tlie  demonstration 
of  the  science  of  household  arts  in  daily  living,  the  seniors  of  this 
department  are  expected  to  fiirther  qualify  themselves  as  tivichers 
of  household  arts  or  as  snporintend(>nts  of  institutions  by  actual 
doing  of  the  details  of  housekeeping  and  coolvery  in  llie  boai'ding 
lialls  for  three  weeks. 

The  indnsirial  training  as  taught  in  tlie  household  arts  course 
is  snjjpli'rnented  hy  manual  instruction,  woodwork  and  clementarv 
arts  and  crafts. 

The  evening  Iiours  of  the  boardins-hall  life  afford  opportunity 
for  the  further  study  of  subjects  not  provided  for  in  tlie  day's 
schedule,  such  as  basketry,  advanced  sewing,  eonfercnees  on  liouse- 
hold  economics  and  study  of  plans  and  speeificatious  op  buii<]ing, 
witliout  {'urtailiug  tlio  lil.ierfy  m  pleasure  of  tlie  students. 

With  the  opening  nf  tliis  department  the  principle  of  industrial 
education  as  a  component  part  of  ail  soiiud  education,  and  its 
titiiinteuance  a*  an  enduring  fact  in  normal  training,  was  established 
at  I'ramingham  Nonnal  School.    Since  that  time  tlie  need  of  iailns- 
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trial  education  has  increased,  nutil  it  \^  nnw  recognized  that  the 
.rraduates  of  a  normal  school,  in  order  to  fidllll  successfully  their 
duties  as  teachers,  must  be  competent  in  one  way  or  another  to  eon- 
tribute  to  the  teaching  of  industrial  as  well  as  of  academic  cducadon 
and  ])edagogy. 

The  Ci.(n-it:tihiiii  of  Ilousehold  Arts  Cuiirae. 

The  lime  required  for  the  completion  of  this  course  is  three 
yu'irs  Household  arts  students  must  be  qualified  to  do  .satisfac- 
tory ^^•ork  in  manv  of  the  brauchea  tnnght  in  the  regular  tvvo 
years'  normal  course.  A  diploma  is  given  when  the  course  ts  satis- 
faetorilv  completed. 

It  is'  the  aim  of  the  instruction  in  al!  branches  to  teach  the 
student  self-reliance,  and  to  equip  her  with  practical  knowledge 
ba«ed  upon  e.xporiment  and  observation.  Judicious  training  m 
aeeurate  thinking  and  working  must  therefore  be  the  mam  object 
of  the  teacher  if  the  siudont  is  to  reaj)  tlie  highest  benefit.

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Practice  School  for  the  Department  of  Household  Arts. 
Tlio  practice  school  Tor  this  department  is  made  up  by  pupils 
from  tlie  high  and  children  from  the  sixth,  sevoiitli,  eighth,  nitith 
and  tenth  grades  from  the  town  schools.  These  pupils  constitute  a 
nniiiber  of  classes,  and  arc  iiiider  the  care  of  and  are  taught  hy  the 
r^eniors  of  this  department.  Each  senior  has  charge  of  one  class 
dnring  the  year,  and  she  thu<  has  ample  opportunity  to  make  a 
practical  application  of  her  own  actjuirenients  and  to  learn  how  to 
instruct  olhers.  The  members  of  the  middle  junior  class  are 
obliged  to  act  as  assistants  to  the  seniors  when  they  are  teaching, 
and  to  aid  in  the  instruction  and  <reneral  nuinagement.  In  this 
way  they  have  a  year's  observation  to  prepare  them  for  the  work  of 
teaching  in  the  senior  year. 

OTHER  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

1.  Intention  to  teach.  —  Candidates  must  declare  their  inten- 
tion to  complete  the  course  of  study  in  the  school,  if  po.ssible,  and 
aftenvards  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts  for  at 
least  one  year. 

3.  Tuition.  —  To  persons  who  live  in  Massachusetts  tuition  is 
free;  but  persons  from  another  State  than  ira.ssaphusetts,  attend- 
ing a  normal  school  supported  by  this  State,  shall  pay  at  the  be- 
ginning of  each  half-3'ear  session,  to  the  principal  of  the  school 
attended,  the  sum  of  twent^'-five  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  school. 

3.  Examinallons  for  admis^^iou  take  place  at  tiie  close  of  the 
school  year  in  June,  and  al^o  at  the  beginning  of  the  scliool  year 
in  September.  (.Sec  calendar.)  Copies  of  e.vainination  papers 
will  be  sent  on  applicarion. 

Classes  are  formed  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  full  term. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION. 
Kxi'KNsE^^,  B0AIU1.  SiATK  Aid.  i:ic. 
Books.  —  Te.xt-books  and  reference  books  are  furnished:  the  only 
expense  is  for  stationery  and  some  drawing  uuiterial.  Students 
are  occasionally  advised  to  buy  a  book  which  is  thought  to  be  in- 
dispensable as  a  part  of  tlieir  outfit  as  a  teacher.    Such  books  are 
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first  term  of  attenilancc.  Applications  for  tliis  aitl  nre  to  be  made 
to  the  principal  in  writitifj,  and  shall  he  accompanied  hv  such  evi- 
dence as  shall  satisfy  him  that  the  applicant  needs  the  aid.  State 
aid  to  stiidents  in  tlie  normal  schools  shall  be  distributed  to  the 
several  schools  accordin.if  to  the  number  of  applicants  therein;  but 
the  selection  of  tlio  recipients  shall  be  made  from  such  students  as 
are  in  good  and  regular  standing.  In  this  distribution  of  State 
aid  the  pupils  who  live  in  towns  where  normal  schools  arc  situated 
shall  not  be  considered  as  entitled  to  any  portion  thereof. 

"RlXULATIOXS. 

Students  in  a  normal  school  who  are  preparing  to  become  teach- 
ers should  be  able  and  mlling  to  control  themselves.  They  should 
be  practically  interested  in  working  out  problems  of  self-govern- 
ment, and  should  make  ndes  and  regulation.?  absolutely  unneces- 
sary. The  ])rincipal  of  the  school  desires  to  allow  the  greatest 
possible  freedom  of  action  in  all  particulars.  There  are,  there- 
fore, but  a  few  simple  rules,  such  as  obtain  in  any  well-rcgvilated 
family. 

PHY.srCAL  CrLTUEi:. 

A]l  students  are  oblipcd  to  take  e.verciscs  in  the  gymnnsiuin, 
under  the  direction  of  the  instructor  in  gymnastics,  during  the 
entire  course. 

The  object  of  this  work  is  two-fold:  first,  to  keep  the  student 
in  the  best  jdiysical  condition  pos-siblc,  through  her  own  ert'orts, 
aided  by  tlie  constant  supervision  of  ihc  instructor;  second,  to 
prepare  her  to  carry  on  the  work  in  the  schools  in  which  she  will 
teach. 

Tlicre  is  also  given  a  cour.sc  of  practical  instruction  in  the  "  emer- 
gencies" of  the  home  and  school,  and  in  the  detection  and  recogni- 
tion of  disca.ses,  especially  those  which  are  considered  contagious. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  g3'mnasiura  work,  much  attention  is 
paid  to  the  out-door  life  of  the  students.  Each  student  is  expected 
to  take  a  certain  amount  of  exercise  out  of  doors  every  day.  To 
help  make  this  reqiiircTuont  ])k!nsant  and  jn'ofitabie,  an  opportunity 
is  given  for  playing  tenni.s,  basket  ball,  field  hockey  and  tether  ball.
